ROME, Novy. 30.—The'closing and most 
impressive ceremony connected with the, 
creation of new cardinals took place this 
morning at the great public consistory 
at the Vatican; when. 14 princes of the 
church, ineluding the three American 
prelates, Cardinals Falconio, Farley and 
O'Connell, were invested with the red 
hat, indicating their rank. 

From early morning an immense stir 
was visible all over the city, the places 
of residence of the new cardinals being 
centers of attraction. Much attention 
was focused on the movements of the 
American cardinals and large crowds 
gathered around the doors of the Hotel 
Bristol to see Cardina} Farley enter his 
carriage; about the Hotel Quirinal, 
where Cardinal O’Connell is stopping, 
and about the monastery of San An- 
tonio, where Cardinal Falconio rests 
with his brother Franciscan monks. 

Thousands of persons gathered on bal- 
conies and roofs and along the streets 
to witness the passing of the cardinals, 
the. great clerical nobles, the ambassa- 
dors and the guests invited to attend@ the 
ceremony in the Vatican. 

First Consistory in Four Years. 

Inside the Vatican unusual excite- 
ment was evident, as for four years no 
consistory had been held, and for cen- 
turies not so many creations had oc- 
curred at one time. 

Every available space in all the rooms 
and corridors along which the papal 
procession was to pass and tm the Hall 
of Beatification, \where the consistory 


was/to be held, was octupied at an pa 


early hour. 

The Hall of Beatification, an immense 
(chamber over the portico of St. Peter's, 
had been prepared-for the occasion.

signed to each of them the Charnes of a 
titular church in Rome. 

The ring given by the Pope to each of 
the new cardinals is a simple one, con- 
sisting of a@ sapphire set in gold in such 
@ way as to allow the papal coat of 
arms to be engraved on the back. It is 
furnished by the congregation of propa- 
ganda, which has had this privilege 
fisince the time of Pius VII. 

The titular churches assigned to the 
new cardinals are for the purpose of 
providing the latter with clergy to carry 
out religious ceremonies while they are 
in Rome, avoiding the necessity of 
bringing their large suites with them 
from abroad. 

The church allotted te Cardinal Fal- 
conio is that of Santa Maria Aracoell; 
that of Cardinal Farley is the Church 
of Santa Maria Sopra Minerva, and 
that of Cardinal O’Connell the Church 
of San Clemente, 

Formerly these churches formed little 
independent dioceses which were ruled 
and administered according to the will 
of the titular cardinal, but now the car. 
dinals possess only a kind of ‘protecto- 
rate over their titular churches and the 
clergy attached to them.

“The Archbishop of Portugal,’’ the 
‘priest said Wednesday “has always 
been a cardinal, ex-officio. The present 
Archbishop: has not been raised td that 
rank. It is virtually impossible to make 
him one under existing conditions. 

“While the new Portuguese republic 
has a representative at the Vatican, 
and there is a Papal Nunzio in Lisbon, 
still there is little friendliness between 
the republic and the Holy See. It is 
usual for the ruler of countries in which 
the church is established to confer the 
cardinal’s cap. To ask the President of 
Portugal to do so now would be almost 
a travesty. For this reason 1 think 
‘Rome will await a change of government 
there.”’ 

Father Phelan would not predict a res- 
toration of King Manuel, but he said 
he believed there would soon be a 
change. He called Manuel’s regime bad, 
and the present one worse 

Fdther Phelan predicted Archbishop 
Ireland would be the next American 
cardinal. He argued that the splendor 
of the St. Paul prelate’s golden jubilee 
celebration next spring would convince 
Rome of his popularity in the United 
States and added that the Vatican is 
always ready to please -the United 
States. 

Priests have subscribed $100,000 as a 
personal jubilee gift to the Archbishop. 
The president and many governors will 
attend the celebration. Dec, 21 is the

The name of one man was conspicuous in the 
related experiences of Gertrude Gibson Pattefson. 
This man was spoken of as a man of wealth, 
commercially successful, and probably of some 
consequence in the business world. He will con- 
tinue to hold this position: There are no charges 
against him. There will be none. He is beyond 
the contemplation of any law we have defining re- 
sponsibility for crime. 

But he is well within the operation of those 
rules of criminal responsibility which find recog- 
nition in the moral code and approval in the 
hearts of men. No one of normal impulses coyld 
read the proceedings in the court at Denver with- 
out realizing anew the variance between the de- 
mands of law and the demands of justice. In this 
case the law sought the punishment of a woman 
for murder.
